Postal Regulations 
Goncerning Lotteries 
Explained by Kufalk 

Pottmaaler Kufalk Requettt 
Early Mailing for Holi- 
day Delivery ' 

Since' much misimderstanding of 
postal regulations regarding trans- 
mission of certain matters through 
the United States mails seems to 
be evident. Postmaster Roy I. Ku- 
falk this week furnished the News 
with a direct quotation from the 
Postal regulation which co|ttrols 
matter relating to lotteries, games 
of chance and other similar . mat- 
ters.. 

The quotation states, "Letters, 
postal cards, circulars, or packages 
concerning any lottery, gift eiiter- 
prise, . or . similar > scheme . offering 
prizes* ^dependent in wHole- or .^in 
part upon lot or chance; and tickets 
or parts' thereof, or papers, certifi- 
cates ior-_iutruments jiurportiag^tq 
be or to : represent tictets, chenc&T 
shares or interefts in or dependent 
upon the event'of such lottery, gift 
enterprise or similar schemes, and 
check's, drafts, bills, money, postal 
notes or money orders for the pur- 
chase of tickets or parts ' thereof or 
of shares or chances in such lottery, 
gift enterprise or scheme; and 
newspapers, circulars, pamphlets, or 
publication of any kind containing 
advertisement of such lottery, gift 
enterprise or similar scheme or con- 
taining any list of part or all of the 
prizes drawn or awarded therein 
are unmailable." 

It may readily be seen from in- 
terpretation of the above para- 
graph, that matter that pertains to 
a lottery, game of chance, draw- 
ing or similar gift scKeme, cannot 
be accepted for transmission 
through the mails. There is no 
doubt that many pieces, of mail are 
r^eived by the postoffice^and get 
ti^ugh undetected, but any such 
unmailable piatter which is detect- 
ed will not be accepted for mailing 
according to Postmaster Kufalk. 

The regulation, which is perhaps 
more applicable to Newspapers than 
on 'other mail, because it is more 
readily detected, precludes the pos- 
sibility of a newspaper carrying the 
advertisement of a lottery, or the 
winners of a lottery of any kind.

Caution Ulinoia : " 
Motorists On 

School Buses 

"Illinois motorists must be more 
coreful of yellow school buses If the 
state is to continue its present good 
sofcty rcpord in pupil transporta- 
tion," John K. Cox, director of ru- 
ral school relations of the Illinois 
Agricultural Asociallon, said today. 

One school district In northern 
Illinois experienced two accldcflts 
recently involving their school 
buses, Cox reported. In both cases, 
careless driving by motorists was 
said to be the cause. No one was 
hurt, fortunately, and In both cases 
the passenger car got the worst of 
the argument. 

. "The big trouble," said Cox, "Js 
that Illinois has approximately 
8,000 school buses today as com- 
pared to about 2,000 four, years 
ago." :Many well-informed people 
do not know that the motorist must 



stop when opproaching a school bus 
from the front as well as from the 
rear if the bus is stopped to load or 
unlood passengers, Also, many peo- 
ple think that school bus safety 
precautions and' regulations for 
paved highways do not apply to 
country roads. 

"Sofcty In pupil transporiotion Is 
a national and stoAo problem," said 
Cox. "But in view of the fact that 
many communities In Illinois are 
getting used to pupil transportation 
for tho first time, the safety prob- 
lem is a local matter as well." 

Cox expressed the need of a state- 
wide campaign to moke people con- 
scious of the potentiol danger zone 
surrounding a yellow school bus, 
especially when it is stopped to take
